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DIVISION I. Trumpet Narcissi of Garden Origin. Distinguishing characters: One flower to a 
stem; Trumpet or Corona as long or longer than the perianth (petals). Sub-divisions: 
(a) Perianth colored; Corona colored, not paler than the Perianth. (b) Perianth white; Corona 
colored. (c) Perianth white; Corona white, not paler than the Perianth. (d) Any color com- 
bination not falling into (a), (b) or (c). 


DIVISION II. Large-Cupped Narcissi of Garden Origin. Distinguishing characters: One flower 
to a stem; Cup or Corona more than one-third, but less than equal to the length of the Perianth 
segments. Sub-divisions: (a), (b), (c) and (d) represent the same color combinations as in 
Division |. 


DIVISION III. Small-Cupped Narcissi of Garden Origin. Distinguishing characters: One flower 
to a stem; Cup or Corona not more than one-third the length of the Perianth segments. Sub- 
divisions: (a), (b), (c) and (d) represent the same color combinations as in Division |. 


DIVISION IV. Double Narcissi of Garden Origin. Distingushing characters: Double flowers. 


DIVISION V. Triandrus Narcissi of Garden Origin. Distinguishing characters: Characteristics 
of Narcissus triandrus clearly evident. (Flowers are more or less drooping, of elegant form 
and graceful habit.) Sub-divisions: (a) Cup or Corona not less than two-thirds the length of 
the Perianth segments. (b) Cup or Corona less than two-thirds the length of the Perianth 
segments. 


DIVISION VI. Cyclamineus Narcissi of Garden Origin. Distinguishing characters: Characteristics 
of Narcissus cyclamineus clearly evident. (Trumpets straight and tube-like; Perianths reflexed 
as in a-‘Cyclamcn.) Sub-divisions: (a) and (b) represent the same Cup-Perianth ratios as 
in Division V. 


DIVISION VII. Jonquilla Narcissi of Garden Origin. Distinguishing characters: Characteristics 
of any of the Narcissus Jonquilla group clearly evident. Sub-divisions: (a) and (b) represent 
the same Cup-Perianth ratios as Division V. 


DIVISION VIII. Tazetta Narcissi of Garden Origin. Distinguishing characters: Characteristics of 
any of the Narcissus Tazetta group clearly evident. (Bear their flowers in clusters and are 
usually very fragrant.) 


DIVISION IX. Poeticus Narcissi of Garden Origin. Distinguishing characters: Characteristics 
of the Narcissus Poeticus group without admixture of any other. (Perianths are snowy white; 
Cups are small and flat with yellowish eyes edged scarlet or crimson, all are sweet scented and 
unequaled for naturalizing.) 


DIVISION X. Species and Wild Forms and Hybrids. All species and wild, or reputedly wild, 
forms and hybrids. ae 


DIVISION XI. Miscellaneous Narcissi. All Narcissi not falling into any of the foregoing Divisions.

HOW TO GROW FINE DAFFODILS 


Should | plant Daffodils the same way | 
plant Narcissus? You might as well—they 
are one and the same thing. The terms “’Nar- 
cissus’’ and ‘’Daffodil’’ are interchangeable; 
there exists a tendency to apply the name 
“‘Daffodil’’ to the varieties in which the trum- 
pet or crown is as large or larger than the pet- 
als; while the name ‘’Narcissus’’ is usually 
used for the varieties having small cups or 
crowns. Jonquils are also a type of Narcissus; 
they usually bear their flowers in clusters and 
have rush-like foliage. The name ‘’Narcissus’”’ 
is correct for any or all of the different types. 


The first and most important step in plant- 
ing Daffodils is to start with good healthy 
bulbs. ““Washington Grown’ Daffodils are 
now conceded to be the finest produced any- 
where in the world. This fact is now recog- 
nized by leading greenhouse operators and 
seedsmen. 


The excellency of these bulbs is due to a 
great many factors. Foremost among these is 
the most perfect climatic conditions for the 
growing and curing of hardy bulb stocks. The 
mild wet winters make for perfect growing 
conditions: The cool summers and proper at- 
mospheric conditions are ideal for the proper 
curing of the bulbs. 


Northwest grown Daffodils lead the world 
in freedom from disease. This fact has been 
established many times at Quarantine hearings 
held in Washington, D.C., by the U.S. De- 
partment of Agriculture. 


Daffodils will thrive in any well drained 
garden soil. Prepare the soil deeply, 12 inches 
or more is best. Plant at least 6 inches deep, 
extra large bulbs are better planted 7 or 8 
inches deep. (Some varieties make larger 
bulbs than others. ) 


Daffodils show off to best advantage when 
planted in clumps or drifts of six or more 
bulbs. The bulbs may be spaced four to six 
inches apart. 


Plant your bulbs as early in the fall as pos- 
sible; early September is the ideal time. Early 
planting is especially important in cold cli- 
mates; the bulbs must establish a good root 
growth before the ground freezes. A mulch 
of straw or leaves will be beneficial in very 


severe climates. If the mulch is applied after 
the first freeze, it will prevent thawing and 
heaving. 


No manure should come in contact with 
the bulbs. If the soil needs fertility, use bone 
meal at the rate of one-fifth pound to the 
square yard. This should be thoroughly mixed 
with the soil under the bulbs. A light applica- 
tion of any good commercial fertilizer may 
be used if bone meal is not available. 


Should Daffodils be watered? Well now, 
that is something we haven’t given much 
thought as Mother Nature gives us such an 
abundance of moisture during the fall, winter 
and spring here in the Northwest. A friend in 
Southern California tells us it may be neces- 
sary to water Daffodils in that area. Their fall 
rains usually begin in November—when the 
rains come, the Daffodils start root growth. 
If there is lack of moisture during mid-winter, 
the Daffodils should be watered as they must 
keep growing continually until they bloom. 
In cold climates it may be wise to water the 
Daffodils from planting time until the natural 
fall moisture can take care of them. Anything 
done to start the bulbs rooting early will be 
well worth the effort. Daffodils may be wa- 
tered in the spring after they have bloomed. 
The longer you can keep the foliage green— 
the better flowers you will have the following 
year. Do not water Daffodils during the sum- 
mer months while the bulbs are dormant. 


Flowers of Daffodils may safely be cut for 
indoor decoration. The early morning and late 
afternoon are the best times of day to gather 
Daffodils. The leaves of the plant should never 
be cut. 


Daffodils are best dug and separated every 
two or three years in the garden; when used 
for naturalizing in grass or wooded places they 
may be left undisturbed for years. Bulbs 
should be dug when the foliage turns yellow 
and lays flat on the ground, it need not be 
completely dry. After digging they may be 
planted any time until fall. If you do not have 
good storage facilities, replant the bulbs as 
soon as possible after digging. Never dig in 
the fall; to do so may cause them to skip one 
year’s bloom; should they bloom, flowers will 
be few and small.

NARCISSUS FOR 
INDOOR BLOOMS 


Almost any of the Daffodils listed in this 
booklet may be forced to bloom indoors; 
however, the shorter stemmed varieties are 
most suitable. 


Pot the bulbs as soon as received in a good 
loam soil. Some sand and peat moss mixed 
with the soil will be beneficial, also a small 
amount of bone meal; about two pounds to 
a bushel of soil. Bulbs should be potted shal- 
low, tops of bulbs being about level with the 
top of the pot. 


O!d pots should be washed thoroughly, new 
onzs should be soaked. Place a few pieces of 
charcoal or fragments of broken pots over 
drainage hole. A little ground pzat in the bot- 
tom regulates drainage and retains moisture. 


Bury the pots outside under six inches of 
soil or ashes, water well. In 10 to 12 weeks 
move to the cellar, or any cool dark place for 
about two weeks. For a succession of bloom 


bring pots in at weekly intervals, bringing in 
the earliest varieties first. 


Tops should now be several inches above 
the soil and buds showing. Pots may now be 
brought inside to a temperature of 50 to 60 
degrees. Later when the flower buds are well 
advanced the temperature may be increased 
to not over 65. To put them where the heat 
is greater may cause the buds to come 
“blind’’. A little liquid manure once a week 
will hasten the blooming and improve the 


quality. 


NO FLOWERS 
THIS YEAR 


Our big healthy Northwest grown Daffo- 
dil bulbs will almost always give good blooms 
the first year regardless of the care they may 
receive in the home garden. Occasionally our 
friends will run into trouble during the fol- 
lowing years. 


The nourishment and flower bud for the 
next year come from the leaves of the plant. 
Cutting the foliage before it is fully ripened 
is the most common cause of bloom failure. 
Digging the bulbs before the foliage turns 
yellow and lays flat on the ground will also 
spell trouble. 


The Narcissus bulb fly is our worst insect 
enemy. This big fat lazy fly, resembling a 
bumble bee, appears in April, May or June. 
Dusting with 5% DDT or Chlordane should 
prevent any fly damage; apply at ten day 
intervals during these three months. Be sure 
to get the dust around the base of the plant 
where the fly lays eggs. 


A fungus sometimes attacks the root- 
plate and the bases of outer bulb scales, caus- 
ing what is known as Basal Rot. The decayed 
portion does not become slimy or damp, but 
rather dry and spongy. This disease is much 
more prevalent in wet soils than in well 
drained ones, and frequently disappears when 
bulbs are transferred to well drained ground.

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HOW TO GROW BETTER IRIS 


Iris rhizomes should be planted during 
August and September. We do not recom- 
mend that you plant in the extreme heat but 
if it is necessary to do so they should be kept 
moist and the soil loose. If your winters are 
cold we suggest an early planting to enable 
the feed2r roots to become well established. 


Plant your Iris as soon as received. Do not 
be alarmed if some rhizomes in your ship- 
ment are larger than others as certain va- 
rieties tend to grow larger than others al- 
though the smaller plants are just as healthy. 
If you are unable to plant immediately open 
your package and spread the roots in a cool 
place and keep them dry. In light soils plant 
the rhizomes just under the surface of the 
ground in a hole large enough:to allow the 
full spread of the roots. The top of the new 
Iris should be just above the level of the 
ground and in case of very light sandy soils 
you should plant slightly deeper. At the time 
of planting be sure your soil is damp and pack 
it firmly around the plant. 


Select a sunny well drained location where 
the soil is light and easy to work. Be sure 
that there is no water standing around your 
new plants as this will cause rot. Iris should 
have a minimum of a half day of sunshine. 


If you have plenty of room 
in your garden you may space 
your plants as far as two feet 
apart although a mass effect 
will be given if they are 
planted closer. In some cases 
they are planted as close as 
10 inches but it is necessary 
to separate them oftener. 


As your new plant is planted 
very close to the top of the 
ground you should cultivate 
very shallowly in order not to 
disturb the feeder roots. 
Clean cultivation is essential 
as the rhizome likes sunlight. 
Therefore, keep all dead 
leaves and foreign matter 
away from the plant.

It is very difficult to set a hard and fast 
rule that will govern the watering of Iris in 
all parts of the country. As soon as you have 
planted your new Iris it should be watered 
and kept damp until the roots system is estab- 
lished. Iris do not require a great amount of 
water, but should be cultivated soon after 


watering to prevent the ground from caking. 


Fertilize with a non-acid forming fertilizer 
as Iris prefer a non-acid soil. Steamed bone 
meal for superphosphate may be used at the 
time of planting by mixing in a handful and 
working well into the soil. If you prefer you 
may do this in the spring. A complete fer- 
tilizer such as Vigoro may be used and we 
suggest that you dust this around your plants. 
We do not recommend the use of barnyard 
manure unless it is well rotted and thoroughly 
worked into the soil before planting time. Be 
sure that the manure does not come in direct 
contact with the rhizomes. 


All Iris tend to make clumps and to avoid 
a root bound conditions they should be sep- 
arated every three or four years. This should 
be done in mid-summer and as some varieties 
multiply very rapidly care should be taken in 
selecting those to be separated.

The flat based, clean bulbs may be set on a table, on 
the window sill or in a container where they will start 
flowering. After flowering in the house, the bulbs should 
be planted in the garden at once. Good loamy soil is pre- 
ferred with the tip of the long bulbs placed one to two 
inches under the surface. 


In very warm climates partial shade is preferable, other- 
wise they succeed best in an open sunny border.
